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SPECIAL ART CLASSES. 

A special course of Art has been arranged, requiring two 
years of systematic study, called the Junior and the Senior Year 
in the Course of Art. 

The following schedules exhibit these courses of study. An 
equivalent in some other branch of art work may be substituted 
for what is here laid down:

Visitors will not be admitted to the studio during class hours. 

During Commencement week, a public exhibition of the work 
of the students will be given, at which time the work of those tak- 
ing the regular course will be examined.

For admission to the Senior class of the Elementary Course, the 
student must pass an examination by the State Board of Examiners in 
all the branches of the Junior year, including the studies of the Pre- 
paratory Course, except elements of school management and methods 
of teaching the common branches. 

Persons outside of the school, such as teachers, and gradu- 
ates of high schools, if qualified to do so, may enter this exami- 
nation and obtain a certificate of admission to the Senior class. 

Students who are not qualified for entrance to the Senior 
class, but who are prepared to pass out of nine of the subjects of 
the Preparatory year, will be examined by the State Board of Ex- 
aminers in those subjects, and this examination will be final in this 
school for all the candidates who pass all of the nine subjects. 
The nine subjects on which students in this school may be exam- 
ined in June, 1895, are these: Book-Keeping; Civil Government; 
Geography, complete; History of the United States; Physiology; 
Reading; Spelling; Writing; Vocal Music. 

For graduation, the members of the Senior class of the Ele- 
mentary Course are examined by the State Board of Examiners 
on the subjects of the Senior year. 

Examinations in the College Preparatory and Scientific 
courses are conducted by the State Board of Examiners at their 
annual examinations in June. Graduates of the Elementary 
Course can be examined upon any of the studies of these courses 
at any State examination, and have the studies recorded on their 
diplomas. No student of the sciiool is allowed to enter any examina- 
tion by the State Board until he has passed the requisite examination by 
the Faculty,

certificates entitle their holders to teach in the public schools of 
Pennsylvania for any two subsequent years without further exam- 
ination. The diplomas of those graduating in the Scientific 
course will enumerate the distinctive branches of this course, and 
constitute their holders, Bachelors of the Sate/ices. 

Regular graduates who have continued their studies for two 
years, and have practiced their profession for two annual terms* in 
the common schools of the State, and who have presented to the ' 
Faculty and Board of Examiners a certificate of good moral char- 
acter and skill in the art of teaching from the Board or Boards 
of Directors in whose employ they have taught, countersigned by 
the proper County Superintendent, may receive diplomas, con- 
stituting them Masters in the several studies embraced in the 
course in which they graduated, and conferring upon them cor- 
responding professional degrees. 

These diplomas are permanent certificates of the highest 
grade. They confer upon their holders the right to teach the branches 
named therein in the public schools of Pennsylvania, without further ex- 
amination. 

The Normal School law makes it the duty of the State Board 
of Examiners to grant Diplomas or State Certificates to actual 
teachers of common schools, without their having attended the 
Normal Schools as students, upon the following conditions: 

1. The applicant must be twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, and must 
have taught successfully during three consecutive terms, in common schools of this state. 
The proof of good moral character and of satisfactory teaching for the requisite term, must 
be a certificate from the proper Board or Boards of Directors, signed by the President and 
Secretary, and countersigned by the proper County Superintendent or Superintendents. 

2. The examination may be in either the Elementary or the Scientific Course, as the ap- 
plicant, may elect, according to the list of studies as printed in the circulars of the State Nor- 
mal Schools, and approved by the State Superintendent; or in such other studies, as may, by 
the Board of Examiners, be deemed equivalent. 

3. Each applicant is required to prepare and present to the State Board of Examiners an 
original thesis, of not less than six folio pages of manuscript, on some professional subject, 
■which thesis is to be retained at the school where the examination takes place. 



*An Annual term must be at least six months. 
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4. The examination and certificate are without expense to the applicant, and the certifi- 
cate is full evidence of qualification to teach the branches therein named, in any part of the 
fitate without further examination. 

5 Practical teachers, attending examinations at State Normal Schools for the purpose of 
securing State Certificates, are examined separately from the regular students; and both the 
State Board of Examiners and the Faculty of the school at which the examination is held, 
take part in the examination, all being required to sign the certificate. 

Applications for diplomas must be presented to the Board of 
Examiners at their regular session. 

These diplomas and certificates are authorized by the state, and 
exempt the holders from examination by authorities acting under the 
common school law. 

Diplomas, authorized by the Board of Trustees of this School, are 
awarded to students who complete the courses in Art and Music respect- 
ively. 



departments of flnstruction. 

The aim of the Normal school is to furnish competent 
teachers for the public schools of the state. The mental equipment 
of a teacher consists of (i) knowledge of the subject matter to be 
taught, (2 ) knowledge of the laws of mental action, and (3) knowl- 
edge of those methods of imparting instruction and of moving the will, 
which are in most complete harmony with the laws of mental action; 
this last knowledge may be either theoretical or practical. With the 
successful teacher it is both. 

In this school, the student receives his knowledge of subject matter 
in his daily study and recitations; he acquires an elementary knowledge 
of the laws of mental action by the study of Psychology. In order to 
supply him with a theoretical knowledge of the best methods of impart- 
ing instruction and of moving the will, we give regular instruction in 
Methods and School Economy, and History of Education. Finally, 
to furnish him, as far as possible, with the needed practical skill, 
we introduce the Senior to the work of actual teaching in the Model 
School. 
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PSYCHOLOGY. 

Five recitation periods, weekly. of forty-five minutes each, during the Fall Term (14 weeks) 
are required of the Senior class tor Psychology. 

The aim is to present the fundamental principles of the science in a manner so simple that 
the student can understand them, and in so practical a light that he may see their application 
in methods. 

The work consists of lectures on the nervous system, and special senses; the study of the 
intellect, the sensibilities, and the will, with their relation to each other; The analysis of the 
intellect into the faculties, observing the natural order of development; the special study of 
the Intellectual faculties with their relation to tne sensiblttes and the will; Instinct, reflex 
action, .and habit. 

HISTORY OF EDUCATION. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, during the spring term (14 
weeks) are required of the Senior class for the History of Education. 

The aim Is to acquaint the student with the origin and development of the theories and 
methods which he has adopted, to awaken In him an interest in the personal history and char- 
acter of the great educators of the past. and. in general, to give him more intelligence and a 
deeper interest in matters pertaining to his profession. 

The work consists of a study of selections from Compayre's History of Pedagogy and lec- 
tures on the History of Education in America. 

LOGIC. 

Three recitation periods, weekly, of forty- five minutes each, for one-half term (7 
weeks) are required of the Post Graduate Classes for Logic. 

The aim is to acquaint the student with the exact use of terms, the classification of pro- 
positions, the rules of the syllogism and the different kinds of reasoning. 

MORAL SCIENCE. 

Three recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one term (14 weeks) 
are required or the Post Graduate Classes for Moral Science 

The aim is to study some of the most prominent theories of different philosophers in re- 
gard to the Standard of Ethics. Hie Psychological basis of these theories, and to consider a ra- 
tional system of practical Ethics, Instruction is given by lectures. 

S. II. ALBRO, Instructor. 
MODEL SCHOOL. 

The Model School consists of pupils from six to sixteen years of nge. It is divided into 
eleven grades, and embraces Primary, Intermediate, Grammar and Academic Studies. 
. The design of the school is to give our students an opportunity to put Into practice the 
theory and methods of Instruction received in the course of professional work 

Twenty-one weeks or more of practice work is required ol each Senior, who does Ida work 
under the constant direction of lire Principal of tin's department. A single term of this prac- 
tice will do more for a student-teacher than years of school-room work v> ittiout advice or criti- 
cism. 
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Once each week the whole class meet with the Principal to hear criticisms on their wort. 
Individual criticisms are made and suggestions offered as needed. 

Each student-:eacher is also appointed critic for a period of at least two weeks. A written 
report of his observations is then handed to the Principal for inspection, and whatever Is par- 
ticularly worthy of note, or subject to criticism, is afterward discussed before the class. 

The methods, the language, power of securing and holding attention, discipline, manner 
and teaching power, ar-; noted and errors criticised 

Earnest effort is made to impress the fact that a poor disciplinarian cannot succeed in the 
school-room, and every principle relating to discipline is seriously and carefully discussed. 
During the year there are Senior class exhibitions of teaching, after which each student has 
an opportunity to make criticisms or ask advice. 

METHODS. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, during the winter term (14 
weeks) are required of the Senior class for Methods. 

The aim is to rliscus3 the best methods of teaching each of the branches taught in Com- 
mon Schools, and to discover the psychological basis of the methods recommended. This 
course in Methods is designed to be the study of applied Psychology, and, at the same time, 
a preparation for the duties of the school room. 

Three recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, during the whole year are re- 
quired of ttie Junior class for Methods ami School Economy 

The aim is to furnish students who may teach school before entering the Senior class, with " 
such an empirical knowledge of .Methods, and such practical hints in regard to the manage- 
ment of a school, as he is most in need of as a preparation for his work 

W. E. LONGSTEEET, Instructor. 
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READING. 

This department aims to give the student a thorough knowledge of the dictionary and its 
many uses.including correct pronunciation, and the diacritical markingof words; toenableliim to 
read understandingly, intelligently and with ease, the ordinary newspaper or magazine arti- 
cle, and to teach the same by the best methods. 

The books now in use are Harper's Fifth and Sixth Readers, and McGuffey's Fifth Revised. 

The plan pursued is to drill upon special selections, requiring stuuents to give them befoie 
the class. Students are also required to prepare articles of their own selection, and to present 
them before the class for criticism. 

The powers of imagination and description are encouraged and cultivated by the repro- 
duction in writing of articles read or heard, and by the description of mental pictures produced 
by reading.

Ortdklty— Phonetic analysis, Articulation, Syllabication, Accent, Pronunciation.

Five recitation periods, weekly, of torty-fl 01 one term, are required of the 

Junior class for English Grammar. Preparatori lasse In Grammar are organized for stu- 
dents that are not prepared to ent<?r upou the Junior course In Hits su 

In both Junior an. 1 Preparatory classes, one recitation weekly will ue devoted to the study 
of letter-writing and to (.radical composition work generally, ana at die close of the term, the 
student will be required to hand in a satisfactory essay upon a subject which shall be assigned 
by the teacher. 

• Grammar may be defined as the science of language and the art of expression. It is the 
aim of this department that neither branch of I he subject shall be neglected. All will agree 
that this study should be made practical, and that ability to speak and write correctly should 
be the end chiefly sought. Of scarcely less Importance however, is the study considered as a 
science, inasmuch as practical grammar, or language lessons, rests on the principles of gram- 
mar. Besides, as a means of mental discipline, few Btthjects are so valuable as technical 
grammar. H. J. VAN NORMAN, Instructor. 

RHETORIC. 

Five reoita'ion periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, during one term, are required of 
the Junior Class for Rhetoric. 

The subject Is taught with a view to its practical use. It is taken up in the following man- 
ner: First. Punctual ion, at the end of which the student is supposed to be familiar with the 
important principles Second. Diction, under which sentences illustrating the right use of 
words are considered together with synonyms. Third, the different kinds of sentences to- 
gether with their appropriateness fur the expression of different kinds of thought. Fourth, 
Rules for the construction of sentences in regard to clearness, emphasis, unity, strength, har- 
mony. Fifth, Figures, sixth, Some of the Special Pi opei ties of Style. Seventh, Versification 
Eighth, Poetry. After the principles involved In the various styles of composition, essays are 
required descriptive, narrative, expository, or argumentative In character. 

ENGLISH LITERATURE. 

Five recitation periods, weeklv, of forty-five minutes each, during one term, are required of 
the Senior Class for English Literature. 

This subject is taught with a view to giving the student a due appreciation of the best in 
the history of the language. In the limited period of fourteen weeks only the most important 
authors of the different epochs are considered, bat around these, as far as possible, are grouped 
the minor writers. The subject is began with the development of the language from the 
Anglo-Saxon. The life of an author is studied with the purpose of causing the student to 
know the man, and through blm, his style. In order to become familiar with his style, ex- 
tracts from different productions are read. Some attention is given to the political condition 
of the times, to the general condition of the country, and to the leading events of English his- 
tory. In order to cause the student 10 read carefully and with due attention to style and to 
construction, four classics are criticised. Of these, one is selected with a view to giving the 
student some insight into mythology ; another, a prose work, which is criticised especially for 
the author's style, and which Is marked with numerals corresponding to a list of analytical 
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questions; another, usuilly a poem, chosen mainly for the story anil to illustrate some pre- 
dominant quality of style ; a fourth, one of the plays of Shakespeare, read for the plot and for 
the delineations or character. A proportionate amount of time is given to the study of 
American authors, who are taken up in the same way. ADA B. PARKER, Instructor. 

LATIN. 

ELEMENTARY COURSE— Junior Year. 
Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty- five minutes each, for two terms, are required of 
the Junior Class for Latin. The subjects studied are, in the main, as follows: 

Accentuation, rules of gender, declension of regular nouns, and of deus, domus. senex and 
vis: declension of adjectives, participles, and pronouns: cardinal numerals up to 100, inclu- 
sive; comparison of regular adjectives, participles and bonus, mains, inagniis, ■partus, iiraltus; 
formation and comparison of adverbs; eonj agatlon of regular verbs (active and passive voices), 
and of smn; simple rules of syntax of nouns, pronouns and adjectives. 

LIZZIE MAY ALLIS, Instructor. 

ELEMENTARY COURSE— Senior Year. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, during the year are required of 
the Senior Class for Latin. The subjects studied are, in the main, as follows: 

Conjugation of volo, nolo, malo.fero, eo, and deponents; formation and use of the two peri- 
phrastic conjugations; general rules completed lor syntax of nouns, adjectives, and pro- 
nouns; indicative, imperative, infinitive and subjunctive modes, including conditional, tem- 
poral, causal, final, and consecutive clauses; simple forms of indirect discourse; English deri- 
vatives: the life anil times of Caesar; the Roman legion ; geography of Gaul; translation of the 
'•Helvetian War," (Commentaries, Book I, 29 chapters). Translation a*, hearing and sight. 
POST GRADUATE COURSES. 

Cesar's Commentaries.— Four Books. Life and character of Ctesar; tiie Roman art of war; 
outline map of Gaul, locating the principal tribes and battle grounds; a careful study of gram- 
matical principles illustrated in the text; drill in sequence of tenses, indirect discourse, form- 
ation and derivation of Latin words. Translation, at sight and hearing. 

Cicero's Orations.— Four against Cataline, and that for the poet Arcliias; the life and times 
of Cicero; topography of Rome; occasion and object of each oration; study of Latin synonyms. 

Virgil's ^Rneid.— Six Books. Virgil's life and position as a poet, epic poetry; poetic con- 
struction; figures of speech; prosody; careful study of all mythological and historical refer- 
ences; outline map, showing position and name of the various points visited by zEneas;

modes.

ARITHMETIC. 

In Arithmetic three classes are formed, requiring one, two and three terms respect" 
ively to complete the subject. 

The most advanced class will begin at Ratio, the second class at Percentage, and the third 
class at Fractions 

Special attention is given to some parts of the Arithmetic; for example. Fractions, De- 
nominate Numbers. Measurements, Longitude and Time, Pure Percentage and its various ap- 
plication of Profit anil Loss, Commission Interest, Discount, and Taxes. On the other hand 
there are some parts of the Arithmetic, which are seldo s or never used after leaving school; 
as, Equation of Payments, Averaging Accounts. Savings Bank Accounts, Alligation. Annui- 
ties. Circulating Decimals, and Arbitration of Exchange, which will be omitted altogether. 

In recitation each topic under discussion is developed by a direct appeal to the reason 
without reference to any formal rule, while the rule is made use of only as a general deduction 
drawn from the solution of concrete examples. H. J. VAN NORMAN, Instructor. 

ALGEBRA. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for two terms (28 weeks), 
are required of the Junior Class for Elementary Algebra. The class has a thorough drill in 
principles and applications of the science as far as Quadratic Equations. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one term (14 weeks), are 
required of the Senior class to complete the subject. 

HIGHER ALGEBRA. 

Five recitation periods weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one term (14 weeks), are 
require I of the Scientific Classes for Higher Algebra. 

PLANE GEOMETRY. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for a term and a half, 
(21 weeks), are required of Hie Junior Class for Plane Geometry. The aim is to have the class 
thoroughly master the first two hooks, giving a good deal of attention to practical problems 
and original demonstrations, as well as to the demonstrations given in the text book. A half 
term wiil then be given to the subject of Mensuration. 
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Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one term, 14 weeks, are re- 
quired of the Senior Class, to complete the subject. 

SOLID GEOMETRY. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for two terms (2S weeks), are 
required of the Post Graduate and Scientific Classes for Solid Geometry. 
PLANE TRIGONOMETRY AND SURVEYING. 

Five reoitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one term (14 weeks), are 
required of the Post Graduate and Scienlific Classes, for Plane Trigonometry and Surveying. 

The College Preparatory Classes may take the mathematics of the Post Graduate and 
Scientific Classes, as substitute for Greek or German. ^ p BKKIMNGm Iuatructor .

The course of study in Physical Science has for its aim : 

1st. To lead the Btudent to acquire the power and habit of accurate observation of the 
facts of nature, and the ability to draw from these facts legitimate inferences as to their 
causes and relations. 

2d. To afford training in tbe expression.orally and written.of the student's conclusions in 
clear and forcible language. 

3d. To relate everything, as far as possible, to the student's former and press nt exper- 
ience 

4th. To make the work as elementary as may be, with a view to the student's use of 
it in teaching. 

The subjects constituting the course are as follows : 

PREPARATORY COURSE. 
Physiology— one term. 
Geography, (Descriptive and Physical)— two terms. 

ELEMENTARY' COURSE— Senior Year. 



Physios— two terms. 
Botany— one term. 



POST GRADUATE COURSE. 



Physics— two terms. 

Chemistry— one term. 

Geology — one term. 

Astronomy— one term. 

Zoology— one term. 

The junior class receives as a part of the course in methods a course of about twelve les- 
sons in Natural History with special reference to classifying the objects with which they may 
be familiar In the animal, plant, and mineral kingdoms. 

GEOGRAPHY DESCRIPTIVE AND PHYSICAL. 

The particular aim in view in the study of'Descriptive Geography is to fix in mind such 
knowledge as the student may already have, and as far as possible, relate such knowledge to 
his every-day experiences. 
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The form, size, and motions of the earth are taught and Illustrated by apparatus for that 
purpose, and the pupil led to see how the rising and setting of the sun and moon, the phases 
and eclipses of the latter, the spherioda 1 form of the earl h, the variations in the length of day 
and night, the change of the seasous and other phenomena which come within his observation 
can be easily explained on the assumption of the inclination of the earth's axis and its diurnal 
and annual motions. 

The student is required to draw on a large slated globe, prepared for that purpose, lines 
representing the great and small circles and locate places from their latitude and longitude. 
He is aleo required to draw on the blackboard outline maps of the continents and countries 
and locate important places, routes of communication, etc. 

The continents are studied, particular attention being given to comparison of areas, and 
positions, the greatest linear extent and the trend of their primary and secondary axes as 
indicating, to some extent, the manner of their formation and growth. 

Students also become familiar with geographic definitions and fix in mind some of the 
more important statistics, such as areas of continents and countries, with their population 
and the population of important cities, height of mountains and other land masses, and depth 
of oceans and the great lakes, distances between important sea and lake ports, length of 
rivers, etc. 

Accuracy in the orthography of Common geographic names is also insisted on. 

Tile following brief summary of topics may indicate the ground covered : 

1. Tiie Form. Size and Motions of the Earth.— Proofs of the spheric form, length of 
equatorial and axial diameters and circumference, the area of water and of land surface, 
proofs of daily and annual motion of the earth with their causes and effects ; shape and 
dimensions of the earth's orbit. 

2. Directions. Position and Measurements.— The cardinal points; the inclination of the 
earth's axis; the zones, their limits and the location of these; the plane of the ecliptic; great 
and small circles and the methods of locating points on a plane and in space; outline maps 
of continents, countries and states with location of places; relief maps of continents; latitude 
and longitude, and standard time, and the location of the Prime Meridian and the Inter- 
national Date Line. 

3. Land.— The principal land masses, continental and insular, with their groupings; 
mountain systems ami-slopes 

4. Water.— Oceanic; the divisions with areas, depths, boundaries and the character of 
their beds; inland waters; lakeand river systems of the different countries, with drainage. 

5. Political Divisions — The countries of each continent, with a study of forms of gov- 
ernment, civilization and institutions of the people, capitals, and chief cities; comparison of 
these with the United States. 

6. Koutes of Commerce, Communication and Travel.— Ocean steamship lines an a 
telegraph cables; lines of traffic; railroad and water-way connection of important places. 

7. A more thorough and complete study is made of the United States and the State of 
Pennsylvania. 

Physical Gf.ography is restricted to the study of the physical features of the earth, and 
the animals and plants which live upon its surface. 

The tides and currents of tlte ocean are studied in connection with maps. 

The magnetic properties of the earth are noted and experiments performed to show their 
effects on the magnetic needle. 

The proofs of the internal heat of the earth are examined, and its effects as seen in volca- 
noes and geysers, and the crystalline structure of some of the rocks picked up in this region. 

The land masses of the earth are studied and the theories examined to account for their 
present relief and forms. 
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Experiments are performed to show the pressure of the air and the use of the barometer, 
the effect of heated surfaces in causing upward currents of air, the composition of the air and 
of water, etc. Students are taken on excursions where they study the strata of rocky founda- 
tions of neighboring hills and the eroding effects of streams, and their transporting power. 

A record is kept of the temperature of tlje atmosphere and the weekly average noted, to 
show the gradual change of seasons; and of the length of the shadow- cast by the sun on the 
class-room floor, to show that the sun Is higher in the heavens at some seasons of the year than 
at others. 

The following brief, summary of topics may indicate the ground covered by the class: 

1. Mathematical Gecgrafhy.— Form, size, motions of the earth, and its representation 
on maps, charts, and globes, together with a discussion of latitude and longitude. 

2. General Di-mjription.— Inclination of the axis of the earth to the plane of its orbit; 
it- motions, their causes and effects; the magnetic condition of the earth, its effect and the 
theories as to its origin : the internal heat, the proofs, its effects in producing warm springs, 
volcanoes and earthquakes; nature of volcanoes, and their prevalence; principal volcanoes; 
nature and occurrence of earthquakes; the principal destructive earthquakes. 

S. Land Surface.— General form of land masses of the globe, horizontal and relief; moun- 
tains and mountain chains; relief forms in general and the typical relief forms of continents, 
comparison of each continent with the type. 

Islands.— Continental and oceanic; coral islands: volcanic islands. 

4. Water Surface —Oceanic water; its composition, temperature and specific gravity. 
The motions of the ocean. Tides, waves and currents; their causes and effects, especially 

the effects of currents in mitigating the climates in higher latitudes. 

Lakes.— Their formation, extent and distribution. 

Elvers.— Sources, extent and effects in wearing away and building up their banks, beds, 
and the region at their mouths; cascades, deltas, and estuaries: drainage. 

5. Atmospuekic Phenomena.— Composition and properties of the atmosphere: climate; 
causes of variation of climate,— latitude, proximity of the sea, mountains or large land>reas; 
representation of climate by isothermal lines. 

Winds.— How caused; periodic winds, land and sea breezes, cyclones: the law of atmos- 
pheric circulation. 

Vapor in the atmosphere.— Source; precipitations, dew, rain, snow, hail; law of pre- 
cipitation. 

Glaciers and ice-bergs.— Conditions of their formations; effects in the transportation of 
rock material; the glacier period and its evidences in this region. 

fi. Distribution of Minekals -Gold, silver, copper, tin. lead, iron, coal, diamonds, and 
the principal building stones. 

7. Distribution of Plants.— Classes of plants, which are most common; the plants of 
most commercial value, and where grown; the causes which determine the flora of a country; 
the food plants; the clothing plants; the condiments; the medicinal plants. 

8. Distribution of Animals —The four classes of animals: wild and domesticated ani- 
mals: value of animals to man; the causes which determine their distribution. 

9. Races of Man.— Their characteristics; their origin, location and extent: modifications 
produced by climate; food and intellectual culture. 

Local Geography is carefully and constantly studied by the pupils that It may illustrate to 
a certain extent the features which characterize the surface or the world at large, which they 
can not easily examine. 

PHYSICS. 

The students of the Senior class study Physics during the Fall and Winter terms. The 
course consists of a series of experiments from Gage's Ii troduction to Physical Science, se- 
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1 ected with reference to being those most easily comprehended and best illustrating the main 
principles and practical applications of the science. 

These experiments are performed by the teachers, questions asked which lead the student 
to observe closely the conditions and result, and he is expected to draw his own inferences and 
state them in his own language. The student is expected to be familiar with the text, and 
questions and problems are given to test liis knowledge. Each student then writes in his nole 
book a description of the experiments, illusl rating each by a drawing. 

The work of Physics In the Past-Graduate courses is along the same line but more ex. 
tended, and the students perform a series of experiments. 

BOTANY. 

Botany is studied by the Senior class during the Spring term, about half of the time being 
devoted to the study of the text book and the remainder to the practical work of describing, 
analyzing, and preparing specimens for a herbarium. The student is instructed to plant a 
window garden with several kinds of seeds and study their mole of germination and growth, 
making- in his note-book a record of his observations. i 

Each student prepares a herbarium of at least tw<mty-five specimens of plants mounted on 
card board, together with mounted specimens of leaves and stems, illustrating all of the forms 
of simple and compound leaves and the different kinds of phyllotaxy. In this way he 
gets an accurate and adequate acquaintance with the plants of the region and a working 
knowledge of plants in general. 

ZOOLOGY. 



The Scientific class study Zoology during the Fall term. The method is, as far as pos- 
sible, from practical observation. Specimens illustrating the different classes of animals are 
dissected by the student, their structure examined. and descriptions and drawings made in note- 
books. 

The classification and characteristics of the animals are studied and lists made by the stu- 
dent of all of the animals with which he is familiar, putting each In Ills proper place in the 
classification. 

Metamorphism and the development from the egg are studied in the living specimens, to- 
gether with the different tissues which go to make up the animal structure. 

The doctrine of evolution and the criteria by which we judge an animal's rank are stud- 
led :the theory of instinct; the voluntary and the automatic movements; the organs with their 
functions, adaptations, correlations and analogies. 

GEOLOGY. 

The students of the Scientific course give one term to the study of Geology. 

For this study the school is especially well equipped. Our cabinet contains one of the 
finest collections arranged to illustrate Lithoiogy and Historical Geology. Besides the study 
of this the students make frequent excursions in the surrounding region to examine the struc- 
ture and arrangement of the rocks and to collect specimens for their own cabinets. These they 
study, classify, label, and arrange in a space set aside for them, thereby acquiring the abil. 
lty to recognize the kinds of rocks wlien they come iunder their observation, and forming a 
nucleus for a more extensive collection. 

The effect of frost in aiding to disintegrate the rock, and of rivers In erading their banks 
and depositing detritus and silt are well Illustrated by the rocks and streams In this section, 
which are visited, examined, and discussed by the students. 
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CHEMISTRY. 

One term is spent by students of the Scientific ana Post-Graduate courses in tlie study of 
Chemistry, the first half being devoted to chemical theory and the more common ele- 
ments with their properties, and symbols, and the equations representing their reactions. A 
sufficient number of selected experiments are performed by the teacher to illustrate the text. 
The latter half of the term is spent in individual work. The student performs a lists of experi- 
ments recommended by the Committee of Ten for secondary schools, and writes a description 
of these, together with the equations representing the chemical reactions, in his note-books. 

Frequent quizzes and examinations are held to test Iris ability and accuracy. 

ASTRONOMY. 

One term is spent by students of the Scientific and Post-Graduate courses in the study of 
Astronomy. 

Tl.e student is expected to acquire a correct notion as to the simpler methods and results 
of astronomic research. He acquaints himself with the facts as given in the text book and 
verifies them, as far as possible, observing the heavens, noting the positions and movements of 
the planets, and brighter stars, and tracing the principal constellations" The uses of the tele- 
scope and spectroscope are explained and illustrated. 

The more important statistics are learned, the theories to account for the origin and struc- 
ture of the universe, and the laws of planetary and cometary motions.

AMERICAN HISTORY, INCLUDING CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 

Five recitations, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, during a half-year (21 weeks), are re- 
quired of the Junior class for American History and Civics. 

The chief object before the teacher is to create in the student a desire for the study of 
history. The attempt is made through the narration of comparative accounts of different 
authors, debate, map-drawing, relics, short sketches, etc. Causes and effects are considered. 
Tae study of biography Is made prominent. Some attention is given to the related events ol 
English History. The subject is taken up in the following natural order: explorations, coolni- 
zations, inter-colonial wars, the Revolution, Presidential Administrations, Civil War, events of 
later History. 

GENERAL HISTORY. 

Flva recitation periods, weekly, of forty-Dve minutes each, during a half-year (21 weeks), 
are required of the Scientific and Post Graduate classes for the study of General History. 

This subject is taken up in much the same manner as is United States History. Under 
Ancient nistory a brief account of the following countries is studied: Egypt, Babylonia and 
Assyria, Phoenicia, Jtidea.Me !ia and Persia, India.China, Greece, and Rome. In connection with 
the two latter some attention is given to the classic writers together with manners and customs. 

The principal facts in Mediaeval History are grouped around the rise of the Saracens, the 
Frankish Kingdom, the Modern Nations. Italy, the Crusades, Moors in Spain, etc. 

Under Modern History the leading events of the sixteenth century are clustered around 
Charles the Filth of Spain, the rise of the Dutch Republic, the Civii-Religious wars of France, 
the Tudors in England, etc. 

Under the seventeetli century are considered the "Thirty Years' War," the history of 
France, England under the Stuarts; in the eighteenth century Peter the Great, and Charles 
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the Twelfth of Sweden, the growth of Prussia under Frederick the Great, England under 
the House of Hanover, the French Revolution: in the nineteenth century the history of the 
following countries is taken up in order: France, England, Germany, Italy, Turkey, Greece, 
the Netherlands, Japan. ADA B. PARKER, Instructor. 

CIVIL GOVERNMENT. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for a half-term (T weeks), are 
requires of the Preparatory class for Civics. The subject is taken up as a supplement to His, 
tory of the United States. 

The course attempts a thorough analysis of the Constitution of the United States, a com- 
parison between the National Government and the Government of the states, and of foreign 
countries, and a discussion of the principles of government, and of the reason for the provis- 
ions of the constitution, and of current events relating to Civics.

PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 

Five periods weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one term (11 weeks), are re- 
quired of the Preparatory course for Physiology and Hygiene. 

Whatever of Anatomy is combined with this work is illustrated with skeleton, manikin- 
diagrams, fresh parts of animals, etc. It will be the object In the entire work to describe the 
functions of the most important organs of :he human body, and the means by watch these or- 
gans may be kept in healthy condition. Chapters on digestion, circulation, respiration.and the 
functions of the skin, receive special attention. 

The following is a resume of subjects to be elaborated by the students: 1 Bones; 2. 
.Joints; 3. Muscles: 4. Digestion; . r >. Blood and the organs for its circulation; 6. Respiration; 
7. The Skin and its Appendages; 8. The Nervous System: 9. Organs of the Special Senses. 
Mtendion will be paid to Aids and Emergencies. 

Supplemental reading io desired. 

Special Physiology is given Seniors in Physical Training Department. 

PHYSICAL CULTURE. 

Physical Training has become as much a branch of Education as any other taught in this 
■school At the regular examinations, progress is expected In this department just as certainly 
as in any other. Considerable time is given to public school gymnastics. Teachers are ex- 
pected to know how to acquire knowledge and to aid others in doing the same. The Seniors 
are Instructed how to give regular, systematic, simple exercises of such a nature as to counter- 
act the evil effects of Incorrect posture and confinement in certain positions In theschool room. 

Public school gymnastics are governed as far as possible by the laws of Ling, 1. e., based 
upon the Swedish. 

The Senior work consists of Theory of Gymnastics, sesthetlc work. Swedish lessons, 
.artistic work, fancy steps, attitudes choruses ch at weights (individual and prescription 
work), clubs, original work, games and public school gymnastics as above mentioned. 

The Junior work consists of free movements, corrective and developing work, walking, 
running, plain and fancy mirching wands, bells, postures and series, chest weights, long 
wands, manual of arms, combination work, games and mat work. BJ-iides this, lectures are 
given on personal health, dress, habitual posture, etc.

DRAWING. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for two terms (28 weeks) 
are required of the Junior class for Drawing. '' 

The course includes outline and shaded drawings of type solids, and original group- 
ings of same: drawings of objects and buildings to illustrate principles taught by solids- 
working drawings: kindergarten work, including clay modeling, and charts showing ex- 
amples of paper cutting, folding, and weaving, stick laving, and harmony of color; rules 
of light and shade; perspective, its principles and practical applications; plans of build- 
ings; groups of geometrical solids and vases in applied perspective, freehand; foliar 
from nature; methods of teaching drawing; technical terms; blackboard illustrations; 

BOOK-KEEPING. 

Five recitation periods, weekly, of forty-five minutes each, for one-half term (7 weeks) 
are required of the Preparatory class for Book-keeping. 

The following is an outline of the work: 

Definitions and illustrations. 

Forms of accounts. 

Debit and credit. 

What an account shows. 

Closing an account. 

Special forms. 

Partnership. 

Checks, notes and drafts. 

Students are required to present for examination a set of books containing such 
exercises as the teacher shall designate.

One of the large and pleasant corner rooms of the Gymnasium 
building is used for a reference library and reading room. The room 
is supplied with cyclopaedias and other books of reference, and all the 
best magazines published in the country, besides many of the best 
weekly and daily papers. The room is open at stated hours every day 
of the week. 



apparatus ano Cabinet 

The science department is well supplied with the best modern 
apparatus which is constantly used by the classes in natural science. 
The cabinet contains a large collection of Geological and Biological 
specimens. 



Xiteran? Societies. 

There are five literary societies, all in a flourishing condition: 
The Athenian, the Normal Literary, the Philalethean, theAgonian, 
and the Franklin. 
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The three last named have been organized during the past year. 
The Athenian and- Normal Literary societies are composed of both 
ladies and gentlemen. They have finely furnished rooms and good 
libraries. The Philalethean society is composed of gentlemen and 
is a chapter of the Philalethean Fraternity. The Agonian 
society is composed of ladies, and is a chapter of the Agonia 11 
Fraternity. The Franklin is composed of both ladies and gentlemen, 
and is under the immediate control of members of the faculty.

Mansfield is a fine rural village of 2,000 inhabitants, situated on 
the Tioga division of the Erie railroad, thirty-six miles from Elmira, 
N. Y. Its citizens are intelligent and enterprising. By special act of 
the legislature, no intoxicating liquors can be sold, nor billiard tables 
kept, within a radius of two miles of the Normal School. The students 
are therefore protected from many temptations, to which they would be 
exposed in many other localities. The sanitary condition of the vil- 
lage is excellent. The altitude is sufficient for the purest air, the sew- 
erage is complete, and pure water is brought from a mountain stream. 
The surrounding scenery, of hill, mountain, and valley, is very attrac- 
tive. The Normal School buildings, located upon a hillside seventy- 
five feet above the main street of the village, present a noble and im- 
posing aspect. The school grounds have an area of ten acres. The 
lawns about the buildings are beautifully laid out and covered with a 
great variety of forest trees. 

On the 12th of December, 1862, the Mansfield Classical Seminary 
was accepted by the State, and declared the State Normal School of the 
Fifth District. The seminary building, accepted by the State, was the 
main portion of what is now called the 

SOUTH HALL. 

This is a brick structure, one hundred fifty feet in length by fifty 
feet in width. In this building are the gentlemen's dormitories, the 
office of the Principal, chapel, six recitation rooms, and the text-book 
library. This building, formerly the old seminary, was enlarged and 
remodeled in 1889. One hundred fifty feet north and the same dis- 
tance east of the south hall, stands the 

NORTH HALL. 

This building is now in process of complete reconstruction from 
foundation to roof. The cut represents it as it will be, when finished, 
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one of the finest school buildings in the country. The walls are of 
brick, the interior finishing of natural wood. All the material and 
workmanship are of the very best. The building is two hundred seventy 
feet long by one hundred feet wide, and five stories high. It contains 
an elegant dining room, finished in oak, large enough to seat five hun- 
dred, the kitchen, bakery, etc., dormitories for the ladies, reception 
rooms, suits of rooms for the Art Department and for the Normal 
School of Music. Two stories of an ell projecting from the northeast 
corner of the building, and completely removed from the other rooms, 
are set apart as an infirmary. They are completely furnished with 
every appliance for the care of the sick. The central part of the 
building, which is to be completed and furnished this summer, contains 
an elevator. The dormitories on every floor of both buildings are sup- 
plied with bath-tubs and everything needed for health and comfort. 
All the buildings are heated by steam and supplied with fire escapes of 
the best construction. The cost of the north building when com- 
pleted and furnished, will npt be less than $150,000. Midway be- 
tween the north and the south buildings is 

ALUMNI HALL. 

This is a brick building, fifty-four by one hundred seventeen feet, 
three stories high. It contains the Model School rooms, recitation 
rooms, the society rooms, and a concert hall which occupies one entire 
story. This building was completed in 1886 at a cost of $25,000. In 
the rear of the south building stands the 

GVMNASIUM. 

This is a fine structure; it is a frame building, fifty by one hun- 
dred thirty feet. It contains a large drill hall, fifty by one hundred 
feet, and four spacious rooms adjoining, one for library and reading 
room, one for the military company, one for cabinet specimens, and 
one for ladies' dressing room. The drill hall is well furnished with 
apparatus. This building was erected in 1888 at a cost of $7,000. 
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Eypetigee, 

Tuition in all branches, and board, including fuel, oil, room rent, 
and ordinary washing, $63.00- per term, or $189 per year. No extras. 
The first payment, $40.00, to be made on the first day of the term; 
the second payment, $23.00, to be made at the middle of the term. 

The total expenses for the year $189. When students avail them- 
selves of State Appropriations (see below), the expenses are reduced 
for the Junior year to $168, and for the Senior year to $nS. 

Tuition, without board, including all branches above, $14.00 per 
term, or $42 per year. The first payment, $7.00, to be made the first 
day of the term; the second payment, $7.00, to be made the middle of 
the term. 

With a view of discouraging a too prevalent desire to make rapid 
advancement, which is always inconsistent with good scholarship, 
tuition will be reduced from $14.00 to $7.00 per term to students who 
are under seventeen years of age, and who take, during the year, only 
the studies of the Preparatory course; viz., Arithmetic as far as Ratio, 
Book-keeping, Civil Government, Geography, English Grammar, — 
first term, or (b) class, History of the United States, Reading, Spell- 
ing, Writing, Vocal Music. 

Deduction will be made to students absent from school two con- 
secutive weeks or more on account of sickness or other satisfactory 
reasons. No deduction will be made to students entering within the 
first two weeks, or leaving within the last two weeks of a term. All 
bills must be settled with the Treasurer. 

STATE APPROPRIATIONS. 

By an Act of the Legislature, the following appropriations are 

made by 'the State to Normal Students and Normal Graduates: 

1. Each student over 17 years of age, who shall sign a paper declaring liia intention to 
teach in the Common Schools of the State, s.'ia 1 receive Fifty C -uts per week. 

2. Eacli student who. upon graduation, shall sign an agreement to teach In the Common 
Schools of the State two full school years shall receive the sum of Fifty Dollars 

3. Any student to secure these benefits, must attend the school at least twelve consecutive 
weeks, and he must receive regular instruction in the science and art of teaching in a special 
tdass devoted to that object for tiie whole time such an allowance is drawn.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Gentlemen's rooms are furnished with heat, chairs, tables, stands, 
pails, bedsteads, mattresses, pillows and one comfortable. 

Ladies' rooms are furnished with heat, carpet, couch, or two 
rockers, chairs, tables, and bedroom set complete, pillows, and one 
comfortable. Mirror on dressing case. 

Students furnish lamps, mirrors, wash-bowls and pitchers, napkins, 
towels, pillow-slips, sheets, and one comfortable. The last five articles 
enumerated, together with all clothing, should be distinctly marked 
with full uame. 

Students have the privilege of renting text-books at a nominal 
rate. 

For two days at the opening and two days at the close of each 
term, students' baggage is carried to and from the railway station free 
of charge. 



1foow to IReacb HDansficIo. 

Mansfield is thirty-six miles from Elmira via the Erie railroad; 
twenty -seven miles from Corning via the Fall Brook and Erie railroads; 
twenty-three miles from Wellsboro via Fall Brook railroad from Wells- 
boro to Lawrenceville and thence via Erie railroad, or twelve miles 
from Wellsboro by stage; sixteen miles from Troy, on the Northern 
Central railroad, by stage; and ten miles from Blossburg via Erie rail- 
road. 
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Students coming via Northern Central railroad may take stage at 
Roaring Ranch for Blossburg, thence to Mansfield by railroad, or take 
stage at Troy direct to Mansfield, or keep the railroad via Elmira. 
Passengers from the East, by the Erie, change cars at Elmira; by the 
Lehigh Valley, change at Waverly, thence to Elmira by the Erie; by 
the D., L. & W.„ change at Lawrenceville, thence by the Erie to 
Mansfield. Students coming from the West, on the Erie or D., L. &

HAMLIN E. COGSWELL, Musical Director, 

With a Full Corps of Instructors. 

This school, which constitutes the music department of the 
State Normal school, aims at the development and cultivation of 
musical talent in its broadest sense. It is located in the new 
North Hall, and is amply provided with everything that is needed 
in a first-class Conservator)-, one entire floor of this large building 
being used by this department. 



Course of Stuop. 

The course of study is similar to that of the leading conser- 
vatories of this country and Europe, and is such as will enable 
students to secure the best results in as short a time as possible. 
It affords not in music alone, but also in other branches of study, 
an excellent opportunity for students to secure such intellectual 
development as will form a substantial basis for future attain- 
ments. 

SmtfliruT;. 

The aim is to instruct the student in that which will enable him 
or her to sing in a natural, easy manner, with perfect control of 
breath, pure tones, clear and distinct enunciation, and with 
artistic phrasing. Each vocal student will be required to do a 
certain amount of sight singing until he is able to read at sight 
any ordinary song. The same may be said of instrumental music 
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as of singing. No one can become a good singer without being 
able to carry a part independent of another, and in a school of 
this kind every opportunity is afforded for singing duetts, trios, 
quartetts, etc., thus fitting the student for a position in choir or 
upon the concert stage. 

This department will be conducted after the manner of the 
Paris Conservatory. The course of study comprises technical ex- 
ercises such as are necessary to give perfect control of the muscles 
of the fingers, hand and arm; studies by the best known writers 
which are designed to further develop the execution, and to unite 
technical work with the higher forms of musical expression. With 
these are given many of the compositions of the best writers of 
the past and present. Regular examinations will be held in this 
department, and no one will be allowed to enter a higher grade 
until he has passed a satisfactory examination in the preceding 
one. The Virgil Practice Clavier- is systematically used with 
most excellent results. 

|Ttoltn. 

There is no instrument more popular and none so well 
adapted to every shade of expression as the violin. The study 
of the violin requires exercises in position, manner of holding 
violin and bow, tuning, etc., exercises for left hand — scales, ar- 
peggios, trills, embellishments; bowing exercises—legato, de- 
tached bowing, martellato, bounding bow, etc., etudes, harmonics, 
solos, duetts, and ensemble playing. Also an opportunity is af- 
forded for playing in orchestra. No where can be found better 
advantages for the study of this and other stringed instruments 
than at the Normal School of Music. 



fflrgau. 

Two pipe organs in the place are used for students who desire 
to study the same. This will require a special course, including 
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registration, manual and pedal exercises, exercises in playing 
church music, voluntaries, accompaniments, etc., and a' general 
knowledge of organ music. 

4'httc, ©ornst, CClarhtct, ffitc. 

This school affords superior advantages in the study of all 
wind instruments. All instruction is under the immediate super- 
vision of the Musical Director. Music, such as duets for two 
cornets, two clarinets, quartets for same, etc., is kept on hand for 
the use of students for practice, free of cost. This, with the op- 
portunity of playing in a fine band and orchestra, makes the 
school especially desirable to the student. 

£) avm cmij. 

Harmony is the grammar of music, and is as essential to the 
music student as is the English grammar to the student of Eng- 
lish literature. Every graduate of this school, whether vocal or 
instrumental, must pass a satisfactory examination in this im- 
portant branch of study, which includes elementary and advance 
harmony, single and double counterpoint, canon, fugue, and in- 
strumentation. Students will be required to practice reading 
from sound. All harmony work will be in classes. 

Diplomas will be given to those who pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination before the Conservatory Faculty, in either vocal or 
instrumental music, and harmony and composition.

This includes 
melodic and harmonic construction, taking to pieces and putting 
together all musical forms, thus enabling the student better to 
understand the works of the great composers. These lessons will 
be accompanied by illustrations by both teachers and advanced 
pupils. 

mjcovtf of ptneic. 

This includes a thorough knowledge of the elements of music, 
the principles of acoustics, perception of sound, a knowledge of 
instruments of all kinds, also of all kinds of composition from the 
dance to the symphony, embellishments, combination, signs, etc. 

Frequent lectures and recitals will be given by the teachers 
illustrating the different works of the best composers, thus help- 
ing students to that which they would not otherwise be able to 
acquire. Much is learned by imitation and illustration, and much 
inspiration is gathered from these recitals and concerts. 

All students, whether vocal or instrumental, will be required 
to enter these classes. A knowledge of vocal music is essential 
to every musician. The true aim of every player should be to ac- 
quire a style of playing which approaches the human voice as 
nearly as possible. Vocal students will have the advantage of 
singing in one of the church choirs every week. 

ptttstc in $htbUc §cljoois. 

To be able to teach others well is the best evidence of a thor- 
ough knowledge of the subject. A special class will be formed 
at the beginning of the spring term for those who desire to take 
this part of the work. 

33caMmj i^oom. 

A most useful feature of this school is the free access to the 
reading room of the Music Department, where may be found many 
musical publications, books, etc., of great benefit to the student. 
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gltt«trm-ticm. 

All instruction in voice, piano, violin, etc , will be in class or 
individual private lessons, according to the wish of the student. 
We, however, strongly recommend students to take class lessons. 
All lesson periods are forty-five minutes. Only two students are 
assigned to the same period, and while each receives individual 
instruction one-half the time, at the same time he has the benefit 
of the instruction given the other, which is often of more value 
to the listener than to the one doing the work. Besides, there is 
much a teacher has to say in regard to the subject that will call 
forth thought, and many times a student may ask questions that 
another had not thought of. In this way much useful informa- 
tion is acquired. This plan is generally followed in all of the 
leading conservatories with the very best results.
